Two robberies in 
one shopping center 


Police are still looking for 
robbers who hit two Wilmington 
businesses last week. 

The first robbery took place on 
Wednesday afternoon at Wilming- 
ton Office Supply at 211 Lowell St. 
Two men entered the store about 
4:10 p.m, One of the men wore a 
ski mask and spoke with a Hispanic 
accent. The other man told the 
employee at the counter to give 
them money, He asked where the 
boss was. The other robber stood 
by the door. 

They then took the clerk to the 
back of the store, and locked her in 
the back room, telling her not to 
move. 


The second robbery took place on 
Saturday night, also in Lucci's 
Shopping Center. A white male 
wearing a ski mask entered the 
store and held a large knife to the 
throat of the clerk, He fled with 
about $900, Lt. Robert Spencer 
said the man was unidentifiable. 

Lt. Spencer said that a large num- 
ber of robberic ¢ taken place 
in the area recently, many of them 
at knifepoint. The descriptions of 
the people involved don't seem to 
be the same, he said. A number of 
these robberies have been in rapid 
succession. 


Selectmen vote down 
early retirement plan 


Wilmington ‘selectmen voted 
Monday night against using the 
early retirement program, recently 
signed into law by Gov. Weld. 

The vote came on a recommenda- 
tion of town treasurer Joe Peters, 
who cited figures showing how 
much the program would cost the 
town. 

The premise behind the carly 
retirement program was that the 
state would provide extra 
incentives for town employees to 
retire. The town would save money 
by not replacing the workers. 

The problem, as explained by 
Town Manager Micheal Caira, was 
that the town had already 
eliminated all unnecessary jobs. 
Since 1990, they have eliminated 
32 positions, 

Peters’ figures showed that to 
save $283,000, the town would 


have to spend $393,000, a net 
deficit of $110,000. 

Chairman Mark Haldane asked if 
this would personally effect Peters

if the town adopted the program. 
Peters replied that he would be 
eligible for it, "I'vé got about five 
years, and this would give me an 
extra 11 percent. 

"Il think I have a fiduciary 
responsibility to report what's 
good for the town and not just for 
Joe Peters,” he said. 

Chester Bruce asked how many 
employees would qualify. The 
answer was 77. How many would 
take it? Probably seven to 10. 
Bruce said he had been in favor of 
it until he heard Peters’ numbers.

The vote was 4-0, with Gerry 
Duggan abstaining.

Murder victim was to 
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be arrested next day 


Police are without a suspect in the 
murder of a Charlestown man in 
North Wilmington last Tuesday 
evening. 

The body of Christopher B. 
Moscatiello, 40, of 17 Monument 
Sq., Charlestown was found in a 
construction area off Andover 
Street on Wednesday by workers 
from the Reading Municipal Light 


Dept. The body was found on 
Blueberry Lane in a new 
residential subdivision, 

Lt. Robert Spencer of the 


Wilmington Police Dept. said that 
Moscaticllo had two gunshot 
wounds in the back and three in the 
head. He had been shot at the place 
he was found. A resident of the 
area reported hearing shots about 
6:15 p.m. Tuesday. 

Woburn police on Monday night 
found a Mercury Tracer at the 
Howard Johnson's Motor Lodge 
off Montvale Avenue. The car had 
been rented by Moscaticllo. 

Moscaticllo was reported to be a 


trafficker in synthetic drugs. When 
state police detectives showed up at 
his apartment to notify his wife of 
the death, they were stopped by 
agents of the Drug Enforcement 
Administration, who had the 
apartment under surveillance 
Reportedly, he was to have been 
arrested the day he was found 
dead. The DEA had a two-to-three 
year investigation on him, A report 
in Friday's Lowell Sun tied him to 
a laboratory found in Kansas 
where “designer drugs” were being 


are trying to retrace 
Moscatiello's last day. They have 
no idea how he happened to be in 
Wilmington, or in the new subdivi- 
sion. "You'd have to know it 
existed,” said Chief Bobby Stewart, 
The case is being investigated by 
Insp. McKenna and King of the 
Wilmington Police, along with 
Troopers William Flynn and John 
Diamarco, of the Middlesex 
County District Attorney's office. 


Housing director 
blasts back at critics 


Housing Authority Executive 
Director Ken Dorrance has issued a 
press release defending facts pre- 
sented on his resume. The press 
release was in response to a story in 
Friday's Lowell Sun which said the 
state EOCD (Executive office of 
Communities and Development) 
had decided that Dorrance had 
“misrepresented” facts on his 
resume. 

Dorrance was hired by the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority as 
executive director in October, after 
the authority had refused to renew 
the contract of former executive 
director Ella Belmore. At the time 
Dorrance hired, the authority 
voted to offer him a three-year 
contract. 

EOCD rejected the three-year 
contract, ruling that he should only 
have a one-year contract 

Dorrance, who had been executive 
director of the authority in 1984 
and 1985, presented a packet of ex- 
hibits with his press release. 

The authority remains split, with 
two members supporting Belmore, 
while the other three voted to hire 
Dorrance. The rift is extremely 
deep, with each side making allega- 
tions against the other. 

The text of Dorrance's release 
follows: 


Now is the time for the truth. Mr. 
Robert Doolan, reporter for the 
Lowell Sun, decided to write an 
article in the February 5 edition 
long after all issues involving my 
resume were covered in depth by 
the Town Crier and the Advertiser. 
Is it that Mr. Doolan doesn't read 
newspapers, or was he pressured 
politically to write such an article, 
and why now? 


Could it be that word has leaked 
out that the Inspector General has 
stated that Ella Bellmore had 
violated the State Procurement 
Laws, and that board members Dan 
Gillis and Joan Sadowski had signed 
checks in violation of the Housing 
Authority Bylaws? Additionally, it 
is a fact that EOCD has rejected the 
driveways which were paid for with 
these checks. These checks 
amounted to $9,000.00 and were 
signed by Board members Dan 
Gillis and Joan Sadowski in 
violation of the Housing Authority 
Bylaws. 

Or is it that Ella Bellmore has 
been requested to return the five 
hundred dollar bonus that the State 
Executive Office of Communities 
and Development (EOCD) has 
stated she took wrongfully, said 
checks having also been signed by 
Dan Gillis and Joan Sadowski also in 
violation of the Housing Authority 
Bylaws. 

I have submitted for public view 
all of the information pertinent to 
the accusations raised by EOCD and 
Mr. Robert Doolan. The first issue 
raised is whether or not I was 
employed by EOCD between 1987 
and 1992, as my resume shows, I 
stated that I acted, not worked for 
EOCD as Project Representative 
This is the same job description that 
can be found in the State's 
Handbook for Monitoring Public 
Housing Construction, a copy of 
which has also been submitted for 
public view. 

Secondly, Ms. Collins of EOCD 
stated that I said I was Executive 
Director from 1983 to 1985. I have 
underlined the same which appeared 
on my original resume (copy 
enclosed) and it states,on the same

Dear Larz: 

I did not anticipate that comments 
would continue to be made about 
the recall once the election was 
over. In response to statements 
made by Peggy Kane, Chet Bruce 
and Gerry Duggan during live 
interviews after the recall election: 

1) The only "dirty politics" that 
occurred were the false and 
malicious charges by Kane, Callan 
and McMenimen of the misrep- 
resentation, forgeries and children 
colléctifig signatures on the recall 
petition. 

2) There was no “character 
assassination" on our side. Callan 


and McMenimen lied (41 
newspaper articles, two tv 
appearances) about kids for 


personal gain and we tried to hold 
them accountable for that. Saying a 
person lied when you have the 
printed, documented proof in hand 
is not character assassination. 

3) This recall wasn't about trying 
to remove someone from a board 
because of "the color of their 
hair." It was about trying to hold 
elected officials responsible for 
their own irresponsible behavior. 

4) The “recall people” did not 
invent the recall process. This 
bylaw was adopted by Wilmington 
so that townspeople didn't have to 
wait a year (Callan's term) or two 
years (McMenimen"s term) to 
remove elected officials froin 
office for wrong doing. 

5) The recall people did not 
misuse the recall process. 
Wilmington's town counsel, town 
clerk, board of registrars and the 
Cambridge Superior Court All 
Upheld that there were valid 
charges on the petition to recall 
Callan and McMenimen. Everyone 
seems to forget that. 

6) Regarding Mr. Duggan's 
comment that "in the future, people 
should have good grounds to 
recall, like illegal actions by an 
official": perhaps if it had been 
Mr. Duggan's own children who 
were involved he would have felt 


differently. Which is worse, an 
elected official who dips into the 
till or one who would publicly lie 
about a child? If you have children 
or care about children, the choice 
is simple. 

A lot of time and effort was put 
into this recall by myself and 
others, There was no guarantee it 
would be successful. In fact, 
statistics on recalls in other towns 
and states showed that in almost 
every case, the recall had failed. 
No mattet. Winning .is never more 
important than standing up for 
what's right.

Developer must 
redesign plan

A developer seeking to build a 
home on Longview Road in 
Wilmington was advised by 
members of the Conservation 
Commission last week to either 
downsize the house or redesign the 
septic system for the original four 
bedroom plan. 

Commissioners learned from 
Health Director Greg Erickson that 
it might be advisable for Nick 
Romano of Romano Construction 
Company to reduce his plan to a 
three bedroom house and restrict 
any additions to the home in the 
future. Erickson felt this would 
mean a shortened septic system and 
no impact to nearby wetlands, said 
Environmental Specialist’ Ann 
Gagnon. She added Erickson was 
concerned the drainage. plan 
wouldn't work with a four bedroom 
home. 

The developer, according to 
engineer Mike Cunco, plans to puta 
trench along the property line for 
drainage as well as other mitigation 
so neighbors won't suffer from an 
increase in runoff or flooding 
problems, 

Gagnon favored the suggestion to 
eliminate a bedroom saying it would 
be "a better project" and less costly 
since there would be no need to 
replicate wetlands. 

“I just want to get it over with," 
said Romano, who has already faced 
delay by going through the board of 
appeals to re-position the proposed 
home. Commissioners pointed out 
he will probably face more delay 
because, no matter what he decides, 
he will have to redesign his plan. 

Though some commissioners 
preferred the house not be built on 
the lot at all, they said they had no 
grounds to deny the project.

Miceli announces 
carjacking law 
Representative James R. Miceli 
has announced the passage of anew 
law that makes carjacking a crime 

under state law. 

The new law provides a sentence 
of up to 15 years a maximum fine of 
$15,000 for any individual 
convicted of attempting or actually 
stealing a motor vehicle while 
assaulting, confining, maiming, or 
threatening the owner or operator 
of that vehicle, 

"In light of the recent incidents 
involving carjacking in the Lowell 
area as well as across the country, it 
became necessary to protect the 
victims by sending a clear message 
that this criminal behavior will not 
be tolerated," says Miceli. 

Representative Miceli also notes 
that if the perpetrator is armed with 
a dangerous weapon, he/she could 
be sentenced to an additional 
maximum of 20 years and a 
minimum fine of $5000.

Murders rare 
in Wilmington 


Wilmington is a town where there 
afte very few murders. The number 
of homocides in the past 50 years 
could literally be counted one's 
fingers. 

As a rule, there are two kinds of 
murders that have occurred in 
Wilmington, domestic quarrels, 
and city gangsters. 

Last week's murder of a Charles- 
town drug trafficker brings up 
memories of a 1934 murder that 
took place on Kelley Hill, off 
Shawsheen Avenue. 

In that case, Louis Girgo of the 
North End was shot over a 
gambling debt. It was the last 
murder in Wilmington for nearly 


30 years, For years, anyone going 
into Louie Elfman's gas station 
would hear about the murder from 
him. Louie was an important wit- 
ness in the case. 

The other murders or bodies 
found in Wilmington include three 
domestic cascs and four bodies 
found. Those include one found at 
the Chestnut Street wellfield, one at 
the Lake Street bridge, one on the 
Lowell Street extension ("Cabin 


Road"), one at a rest area on Route ff 


93 and a case where a man was ap- 
parently pushed out of a moving car 
on Route 93. 


1934 murder 
solved quickly 


clipping from the Wilmington 
News, Oct. 5, 1934 


The second murder to o@eur in 
Wilmington within a year was 
discovered Thursday afternoon 
when Chief of Police Harry 
Ainsworth, Fred Mosher, and 
Robert Pulsifer, reporter for the 
Wilmington News, discovered the 
dying victim in a field on Kelley 
Hill, 

At3:30 p.m, on Wednesday, a call 
came to the Wilmington Police 
Station saying that there had been 
shots and a cry had been heard on 
Kelley Hill. Chief Ainsworth, 
accompanied by Pulsifer, imme- 
diately commandeered Fred 
Moshcr's automobile, the’ local 
police car being on another mission, 
and rushed to the scene. On the way 
they passed three men walking 
down Shawsheen Avenue toward 
Main Street, but nothing about them 
indicated any reason for suspicion 
Later on, these men turned out, it 
seem§, to have a definite connection 
with the murder. 

Mosher drove up Nassau avenue 
and the three men rushed across the 
ficld and there on the hillside, Chief 
Ainsworth discovered a man lying 
face-downward on the slope with a 
bullet hole in the head and obviously 
in a dying condition. 

The Chief stayed on the spot and 
sent Mosher and Pulsifer back to the 
center, John. Howe who. lives 
nearby, ‘rode with them. Pulsifer 
took charge of the telephone in the 
police station, putting through’calls 


to the state police and answering 
inquiries. Howe, with Norman Rice, 
took the town ambulance back to 
Kelley Hill and from there, took the 
dying man to the Tewksbury State 
Infirmary. There it was found he 
was shot twice, once through the 
right temple, the bullet emerging 
through the left eye, and again in the 
back, There was also an ugly wound 
over his right ear, apparently 
caused by a black-jack or some 
similar weapon. 

A detail of State Police from the 
North Reading barracks under the 
direction of Corporal Ford soon 
arrived and assisted in the 
investigation, 

State detectives Sherlock and 
O'Neil arrived from Boston to 
question the various witnesses. Two 
ballistics experts, Charles Van 
Amburgh and his son, were soon at 
the hospital as well as Medical 
Examiner Marshall Ailing, Later 
on, Assistant District Attorney 
Marshall Craft lent his aid to the 
investigation. With all this force to 
assist the local police, an intensive 
investigation was immediately 
begun and shortly began to bear 
fruit 

Several persons living near the 
scene of the murder testified to 
secing four men walk up Shawshcen 
Avenue to a camp near the spot 
where the man was shot. A daughter 
of Antonio Cipollo'heard the shots 
and a cry. She called Gus Cuoco, 18, 


a neighbor, who had also heard the 
shots and he decided to telephone

The boy's mother, Mrs 
Cuoco, later stated that she 
recognized one of the men as 4 a party 
who had frequently been at the 
camp which is owned by Orris 
Ventura of the North End. Mrs 
Clarence Blaisdell also claims to 
know the man. Mrs. E velyn Cole of 
Shawsheen Avenue, Mary Cosgrove 
and her mother, Mrs. Mary 
Cosgrove, all saw the four men 
walking up Kelley Hill, one of them 
carrying a bundle wrapped up in 
newspaper, under his arm 
Detective Sherlock later found a 
Package answering to this 
description in the camp. When it 
was opened, it was found to contain 
five pair of cotton gloves. It was 
thought that the-gloves might have 
been intended for use in prepara 
tion of the crime in order to 
eliminate fingerprints 

The most important information 
in solving the case was contributed 
by Louis I. Elfman, proprictor of 
Louie's Gasoline Station on Main 
Street. The four men in question 
drove up to his station in a cream 
colored 1931 Auburn sedan. They 
left the car there about 2:30, saying 
they would be back about four 
o'clock. All of them walked up 
Main St. and over the Shawsheen 
Avenue bridge. Shortly before four 
o'clock one man returned and took 
the car, Mr. Elfman observed him 
drive up and down Main Street two 
or three times, each time alone, but 
the other three men he never saw 
again. Mr. Elfman remembered the 
registration of the car and was able 
to give it to the police. The number 
he recalled was 704,754. Officer 
Froton also observed the car going

through the square at 2:30 and 
remembered the number as being 
704,745. Froton's recollection 
proved-to be correct, and the car 
was found to be in the North End 
age.

Also with him were four other men, 
Julio Ventura, 44, of 159 Cottage 
St., East Boston, Angelo Cadero, 
35, of 7 North Marginal St., North 
End, James Penta, East Boston and 
Angelo DeVito, 169 Endicott St, 
East Boston. These five men were 
immediately taken to Woburn and 
there subjected to an intensive 
grilling by Capt. Stokes, chief of the 
State Detectives division, detectives 
Sherlock and O'Neil and our Chief 
ot Police Harry J, “Ainsworth, The 
questioning lasted all night and at its 
close, Penta, Cadero and DeVito 
were released. Ventura and Orlando 
are sull held to face a murder 
charge 

The only information as to the 
identity of the victim was the name 
“Loui” written on his vest The name 
Girgo was picked up through the 
medium on a pawn-shop number on 
the victim's watch. Lieutenant 
Edward Keating and Inspector 
Dennis Haggert of the Bureau of 
Criminal Investigation found that 
the watch had been pawned under 
the name of Louis Girgo in the 
pawnshap of M.B. Bloom, 331 
Hanover St. When the name was 
shot at Ventura, he admitted 
knowing the man and when taken to 
Tewksbury State Hospital, made a 
positive identification, He claimed 
to have seen Girgo at 11 o'clock on 
the morning of the murder.He 
admitted having Orlando's car out 
during the day but claimed to have 
returned it to the garage at 2:30. A 
check of the garage's boo! 
revealed however, that the car was 
brought in at 6:30. This and other 
inconsistencies in Ventura's story 
caused police to hold him and 
Orlando. 


Editor's note: The above 
clipping was saved in a scrapbook 
by the Town Crier’s editor's 
grandmother, Winifred Norton, 
who was on the town welfare board 
in the 1930's.

- The definition of a true 'Plugger'

As much as I enjoyed the works 
of cartoonist Jeff MacNelly before, 
I've come to love his handiwork 
even more now that the "Pluggers” 
strip is around. Anybody who can 
take a roundhouse at the newspaper 
industry like MacNelly does with 
"Shoe" has my vote. 

"Pluggers" is a daily one-panel 
comic, carried by the Globe, which 
defines a type of person who is the 
opposite of a yuppie, I suppose.

Way back before the days of 
World War I there was an 
organization known as the Silver 
Lake Men's Club, and another 
known as the Silver Lake Women's 
Club. Both built clubhouses in 
which they held their meetings. 

The Women's Club house was on 
Williams Avenue, close to Main 
Street. It probably was built before 
1912, and remained on the site for 
40 or SO years. In the last dozen 
years or so it was the home of the 
Silver Lake Betterment 
Association. 

It was in that building that this 
writer saw his first movie. Maybe 
it was in 1919, 

There were perhaps 30 or more 
young people there, to enjoy a 
Charlie Chaplin movie about 
World War I. Charlie was a U.S. 
soldier, serving in France, fighting 
the Germans, as only Charlie 
could. 

One scene showed Charlie out in 
No Man's Land, disguised as a tree. 
A German soldier was trying to 
chop down the tree. Charlie had a 
branch in his hand to help in the 
disguise, and every time the 
German raised his ax to make a 
blow at the tree Charlie used that 
branch where it did the most good. 

The kids roared with laugher. 

No one noticed that the projector 
was out in the open, in that hall. 
There could have been a fire, 
under those circumstances, and that 
fire could have been a tragedy. 

Half a dozen years later there 
were movies in that Grange Hall, 
on Wildwood Street, Wilmington 
every Saturday afternoon. The 
ticket cost 15 cents, and there may 
have been 200 young spectators. 

There were Tom Mix movies, the 
cowboy kind. There were Harold 
Lloyd movies, Harold climbing up 
the side of a building, three or four 
hundred feet up in the air. And, of 
course, every Saturday there was a 
“cliffhanger,” a movie which was 
continued until the next week. 

H.E. Cann was the movie ope- 
rator. There was an asbestos room 
in which the projector was located. 
Every Saturday afternoon those 
kids would walk home, many over 
two miles. But they enjoyed it. 

The people who started the 
Grange, and who operated it for 


clubs 


years deserve some special cred 
The Grange, known as the Patro 
of Husbandry was a farme 
organization, organized some ycé 
after the Civil War. ‘ 

Ernest (Buster) Eames w 
probably the person who provid 
the spark to get a Grange 
Wilmington. 

The building was erected abc 
1912, on Wildwood Street, Erni 
(Buster) Eames was probably t 
called the Master. Buster probab 
attended every mecting of U 
Grange, while he lived. 

To recall a few names there w 
Tom McQuaid, Tom Daly, B 
Andrews, Ralph Currier, Frat 
Hadley and their ladies, all fro 
Wilmington; and among the ladi 
there was Annie Carlon, Lau 
Palmer, Mary Gray and Emn 
Pike. 

From Tewksbury there wei 
Mr.and Mrs. Roland Desharnai 
Mary Howard, the Carter Brothe 
who had greenhouses on Ma 
Street and Anthony Rocco. The 
were many others, whose nami 
evade this writer, 

The writer's father, Peter Nei 
son, erected the foundation, bui 
of stones. The building burne 
down twice, and both times th 
foundation remained in goo 
order, 

Each time this writer joked thi 
the Fire Department had save 
the foundation. The first fire we 
in, probably 1919 or 1920, 

Third and fourth grade studen 
in the old Center School saw th 
smoke, about 12:15 p.m. an 
rushed over, to get all the foldin 
chairs out of the building, fc 
which the boys took credi 
although no one ever seemed t 
think they deserved it. 

Tt was rebuilt, and it burne 
down a second time. Today th 
Grange Hall is on Lowell Street, i 
a building which was once 
portable schoolroom. It i 
undergoing construction, and wil 
soon be larger. 

The Wilmington Grange is nov 
80 or more years old, and share 
its quarters with American Legio 
Post 136, Wilmington.

Babies gurgle and doze. 
Toddlers reach out with ‘high 
fives’ and smiles. Kindergart- 
ners bake, pretend, exercise, 
sing, play, and cuddle - the spe- 
cial needs kids indistinguishable 
in behavior from their peers. 

Classrooms, cozy corners, 
and corridors throughout the E. 
Ethel Little School in North 
Reading sparkle like those in no

“If I were.a parent,” says Bob 
Lyons, director of the 25-year-old 
SEEM Collaborative, “I would 
kill to get my child into this pro- 
gram.” 

SEEM - Special Education of 
Education Mutual - is a consor- 
tium of the Lynnfield, North 
Reading, Reading, Wilmington, 
Winchester, and Woburn school 
systems. 

It provides low-incidence spe- 
cial education programs among 
those school systems through a 
network of 17 classes; as well as 
vocational, child care, staff, and 
parent training programs in a 
variety of areas which have 
increased dramatically in the 
last five years - even as the

number of actual students it ser- 
vices has decreased because 
special needs students are being 
assimilated into their home 
school systems whenever possi- 
ble. 

SEEM today is more than it 
appears to be and much more 
than could ever have been antic- 
ipated. 

Its service network reaches 
the developmentally disabled, 
learning and behaviorally handi- 
capped, learning disabled, mul- 
tihandicapped, and preschool 
populations. 

Its support services and itin- 
erant teachers reach out to the 
visually impaired and those in 
need of occupational and physi- 
cal therapy. 

Its vocational program pro- 
vides supervised work opportu- 
nities for about 30 high school 
students at locations such as 
Alpha Industries, Toys-R-Us, 
Micro Dynamics, and Papa 
Gino’s in Woburn; the public 
library in Reading; Papa Gino’s 
in Wilmington; and Lotus North 
in North Reading.

Burlington campus; an inter- 
community transportation pro- 
gram; a language and cognitive 
development center for perva- 
sively developmentally delayed 
or autistic children; a partner- 
ship program with the North 
Suburban Family YMCA - the Y 
Challenge adventure for stu- 
dents in Winchester and 
Wilmington’s learning and 
behavioral SEEM classes; and 
SEEM INTERSERV - in-service 
training plus individual and 
group development for school 
staff in special and regular edu- 
cation. 

Last year, 190 staff members

TEWKSBURY - In the hope 
of becoming more competitive 
in attracting contractors, the 
Town of Tewksbury will now pay 
$75 - $5 more - per hour to heavy

According to Tewksbury DPW

GRINDING IN 


An estimated one in 20 adults 
and three in 20 children uncon- 
sciously grind their teeth at night. 
It is the sound of bruxism. While 
the noise may disturb spouses or 
children, it has a far more dis- 
tressing effect on the sleeper. 

Nocturnal grinding can exert 
thousands of pounds of pressure 
per square inch on the surfaces of 
teeth. It can be rough not only on 
teeth but on the supporting bone, 
the gums and jaw joint. 

For many years, bruxism was 
attributed to the release of tension 
from emotional stress. However, 
many dental authorities today 
believe that the causes exist in the 
patient's mouth.

ents, and companies such as 
NYNEX and Lotus, SEEM oper- 
ates a year-round, day-long 
child care center which serves 
85 children between the ages of 
three months and six or so 
years. One of several equally 
important SEEM success sto- 
ries, the child care program in 
North Reading is 10 years old 
and growing. 

“We always took children 
ages 15 months to school age but 
we have expanded to accommo- 
date area employers including 
Lotus,” says Lyons. “We now 
take children age three months 
and up. And from a weekly pop- 
ulation of about 65 children, we 
now accommodate 85 children of 
parents who live or work in the 
area, about 14 or 15 of whom are 
the children of Lotus employees. 

“Lotus Corporation approached 
us two years ago when they 
were planning to move into the 
area and asked if we would be 


able to expand to accommadate 
the children of their emplayees. 
We said yes. They gave us con- 
siderable assistance in planning 
for it and redesigning our facili- 
ties.” 7 

At about the same time, 
NYNEX Corporation awarded 
SEEM a grant of about $10,000 
to support a new all-day kinder- 
garten which began about a 
year and a half ago, and serves 
local children and those of 
NYNEX employees. 

The all-day kindergarten 
attracted eight children and 
their families last year; this 
year, 18. 

“It is very nice, frankly, in 
this building, to hear the gurgles 
and sounds of little infants,” 
says Lyons, fresh from deep dis- 
cussions and chance encounters 
with several of his “Little” pals 
throughout the building. 

“We spend a good deal of 
money trying to help staff have

a developmental perspective,” 
he says. “Anyone who takes a 
leisurely walk through this 


“building will have a crash 


course in developmental psy- 
chology and humaf, develop- 
ment. 

“We send people to the best 
schools available and they can 
find a confirmation here of all 
they’re taught - they will hear 
little three-month-old infants 
and they will see babies crawl- 
ing over to the mirror on the 
floor to see themselves. 

“They will see children from 
thre’: months through kinder- 
garten - of all varieties and all 
levels of development - in this 
building. 

“They will also see many, 
many parents come and go 
every day,” he continues. “I've 
often thought if all schools could 
operate the way the day care 
does - namely, that the father or 
mo‘ier comes to school every 
day, which allows for those brief 
moments of conversation among 
staff - a considerable number of 
issues that we mutually address 
would be resolved rather rou- 
tinely.” 

SEEM'’s day care program 
runs from 7 a.m. until 6 p.m., 
and the infant program has 
already doubled. 

“We started with a group of 
seven children, the maximum 
we can take,” says Lyons. “By 
October, we had to expand to a 
second room to accommodate 
the requests. 

“It's nice for the older chil- 
dren to see the younger chil- 
dren,” he continues. “In terms of 
special needs children, they 
have all of their peers in the 
building so there is a wide vari- 
ety of integrated activity 
throughout the day, structured 
and semi-structured. 

“We, indeed, are increasingly 
a reflection of the population, 
which is very healthy.” 

Collaboration, in concert with 
a mutual match of needs, is very 
healthy also, according to 
Lyons. 

“The topic of collaboration 
seems to be in again, whether 
on a state, national, regional or 
school level,” he says. “And with 
all of the educational reform 
movement discussion on the 
effectiveness of education, a 
common prescription - among 
others that is offered - is collab- 
eration. 

“SEEM is the oldest collabo- 
rative in Massachusetts and it’s 
been a very cost-efficient way to 
provide programs. Collaboration 
requires an enormous degree of 
commitment on the part of the 
participants, shared values and 
understandings, and a lot of 
patience and staying power.” 

Having done a Lyons’ share 
of facilitating that collaboration 
throughout the years, he says, 
“I’ve always thought it was a

marvelous invention of the par- 
ticipating school systems, the 
school committees and the 
superintendents to go in this 
direction - which in 1968 was 
fairly uncharted.” 

Reflecting the feelings of

Education and Reading Denise 
Christian says, “The SEEM 
Collaborative is a strong educa- 
tional organization, dedicated to 
providing for the needs of handi- 
capped students. The Town of 
Lynnfield congratulates the 
entire staff of the Collaborative 
urder the capable direction of 
Mr. ‘Robert Lyons on this 
anniversary for being a respon- 
sive agency that has assisted us

ments for our children. 

“The newest SEEM program, 
the Learning and Cognitive 
Development Center, is a 
remarkable example of a public 
- private partnership. Lynnfield 
is grateful to have been a part of 
this endeavor. 

“SEEM is to be congratulated 
for providing excellent in-ser- 
vice workshops for all teachers 
within its meraber communities. 
Workshops have been of benefit 
not only to special education 
teachers, but to regular educa- 
tion teachers and administrators 
as well. 

“In summary, Lynnfield 
thanks SEEM for all it does for 
our children - and their par- 
ents.” 

“Somewhere in the difficult 
discussions of the financial 
restraints we are all under,” 
adds Lyons, “we probably forget 
what it was really like 25 years 
ago when there was nothing 
available. 

“We have, indeed, come a 
very long way - and 25 years 
from now, there will be other 
impressive advances that we 
can only fantasize about.”
